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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, the finality of the office action is in 
accordance with MPEP 706.07(a), because claims 45-100 are all claims newly added to the application. Originally filed claims 1-44 were 
all cancelled in the amendment filed 9/16/05. Therefore, every grounds of rejection applied to claims 45-100 are new grounds of rejection 
necessitated by said amendment. MPEP 706.07(a) makes no distinctions regarding the time between the submission of claim 
amendments and the finality of an office action. 

Next, applicant argues that Banker does not teach a "plurality fo hierarchically modulated simultaneously transmitted data streams" 
(applicant's remarks, pages 13-14), asserting that the data streams are multiplexed serially on a single data channel by referring to col. 
10, lines 37-38 and fig. 5a of Banker. 

In response, first, it must be notied that the portions of Baker cited by applicant have not bearing on whether the cited data streams are 
hierarchically modulated or simultaneously transmitted. Col. 10, lines 37-38 refer to the channel that is used simply to transfer the data 
from the headend controller to the scramblers and data inserters, and fig. 5a simply illustrates a baseband video signal. The streams are 
ultimately modulated together for simultaneous transmission from combiner 106 (see fig. 1 ). The modulation is according to a hierarchy 
because the differently priorityized streams are addressed to different channels [modulators] (see col. 1 1 , lines 14-17 and col. 12, lines 6- 
18). 
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
